' PARIS, Sept. 25.—Soviet Russia is 
more "dry" than even the United 
States of America, according to Mar- 
eel Cachin, French Communist leader, 
who recently returned from a trip to 
Bussia.

M. Cachin denied that religion had 


been suppressed by the Moscow So- 
viet. He said that .persons were ' at 
liberty to worship any way they wish- 
ed. '"Kesults obtained in the past three 
years have been important. Doubtles 
the sociologists are right when they 
say that a longer trial is necessary to 
determine the outcome of the experi- 
ments in religious freedom, but nu- 
merous signs indicate the wisdom o! 
the policy, of the workers' government
